WASHINGTON (UPI)-PresidentNixon 
and his National Security Council (NSC) 
today threshed out the question of wheth­ 
er now is the “ appropriate” time to press 
for Senate ratification of a treaty to bar 
the spread of nuclear weapons. 
The nuclear non-proliferation treaty 
was the only announced subject on the

Sunny skies greeted Lompoc Valley to­ 
day as public officials and private groups 
of citizens combined forces to mop up 
after the worst storm in history. 
The respite from the storm may be a 
brief one, however. Weather observers 
predicted the possibility of more show­ 
ers late today and tomorrow. 
Officials at Lake Cachuma reported 
waters over the dam continued to spill 
at the rate of 3,200 cubic feet a sec­ 
ond, but the inflow into the lake had 
subsided. 
Assessments of the damage wrought by 
a week of heavy rains remained only 
estimates today. A group of public offi­ 
cials, including Fourth District Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie; Ray John­ 
son, county administrative officer; and 
George Kading, county counsel; toured 
west Valley areas today for an assess­ 
ment of the damage to crops, houses, 
roads and farm equipment. The officials 
hope to come up with a formula for state, 
federal and local assistance in the days 
ahead. 
Beattie also saidefforts would be made 
to get private citizens to assist one an­ 
other, neighbor to neighbor. 
He said he had heard of about 20 
ranchers in the west Valley who had 
banded together in an informal group 
yesterday to aid one another. 
Farm Bureau officials, headed by 
Henry Dettamanti, will hold a public 
meeting tomorrow, 7:30 p.m. in Vet­ 
erans Memorial Building at the southern 
end of H Street to discuss financial 
assistance. All interested property own­ 
ers are urged to attend, according to 
Dettamanti. 
In the Santa Ynez Valley officials of 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District were surveying damage to a 
256-foot section of the main intake pipe­ 
line from Lake Cachuma. One official 
said the line was not in use at the* 
time of the storm and wouldn’t normal­ 
ly be in use between October and the 
spring of the year. 
Officials of Southern Counties Gas 
Co., announced yesterday that anew 900- 
foot section of natural gas-bearing line 
had been laid in the Santa Ynez river 
to restore service to about 1,500 homes 
and Santa Ynez Hospital.

The Board of Supervisors-as directors 
of the County Flood Control District and 
the County Water Agency — moved swift­ 
ly late Tuesday to seek massive state 
aid for flood-ravaged agriculturalists.

sharp 1968 rise 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Consumer prio 
es made the sharpest rise in 1968 of 
any year since the Korean war, the gov­ 
ernment reported today. 
The Labor Department reported that 
the consumer price index in 1968 rose 
an average of 4,2 per cent over 1967. 
The index last month was actually 
4.7 per cent higher than it was in De­ 
cember, 1967, but the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics explained that the over-the- 
year increase averaged out to 4.2 per 
cent. 
Both increases were the largest since 
the Korean War years of 1950-51 when 
prices rose 8 per cent. 
The consumer price index for De­ 
cember was 123.7, meaning that goods 
and services that cost $10 in the 1957- 
59 period had risen to a cost of $12.37.

Council directs action

City Council last night directed City 
Administrator Gene Wählers to imme­ 
diately begin work on developing a di­ 
saster control program that would in­ 
sure the Lompoc Valley adequate early 
warning and response in the event of 
future disasters similar to Saturday’s 
flood. 
The order came in the face of new re­ 
ports that a cloud formation similar to 
that whichprecededCalifornia’snine-day 
storm period is building again near 
Hawaii. Weathermen say they are con­ 
cerned about the cloud development but 
are hopeful that a cold front may keep 
new rains away. 
Council’s directions to Wählers were 
to meet with County Flood Control of­ 
ficials and others to develop an adequate 
and suitable plan for dealing with all 
types of disasters — not floods alone. 
Mayor Robert D. MacClure told Wah. 
lers to insure that Vandenberg AFB, 
FCI and representatives of other gov­ 
ernment agencies were brought into the 
planning picture to insure that the dis­ 
aster control plan which is established 
will cover all facets. MacClure also 
plans to meet with Wählers this week 
to discuss details which should be includ­ 
ed in such a plan. The mayor said he 
would report developments to council 
at its next meeting. 
The disaster control directive grew 
out of complaints by many city officials 
that the warnings received prior to 


last Saturday’s flood were woefully inade­ 
quate in terms of stressing the magni­ 
tude of the disaster that was about to 
descend on the Valley. 
Sgt. Charles Miller of Vandenberg 
suggested to Council that it utilize a 
military pyramid alert system to insure 
adequate citizen assistance during times 
of disaster. “ You should bepreparedbe- 
fore such things happen and not wait 
for a holocaust ” He said that a pyra­ 
mid alert starting with only six people 
at the top who in turn would telephone 
others could alert 2 ,0 0 0 people in only 
20 minutes. He said that he and others 
had wanted to help during the recent flood 
but couldn’t find out where to go or what 
to do. 
Mayor MacClure said that he would 
utilize the sergeant’s suggestions and 
would call upon him to help in develop­ 
ing a functioning plan. He said that the 
first step would be the meeting to be set 
up by Wahlers and the second step would 
be the forming of a control center, pro­ 
bably in City Hall.

A Syrian diplomat was shot and wound­ 
ed today in Baghdad by an Iraqi intelli­ 
gence agent, the Syrian Foreign Ministry 
announced in Damascus. The shooting 
added the threat of inter-Arab strife to a 
Middle East already gripped in a new 
crisis. 
New spy trials were reported under­ 
way in Iraq despite worldwide protests 
and warnings that the hangings of nine 
Jews Monday could lead to Israeli repri­ 
sals and the possibility of a new conflict 
in the Middle East. 
Hie Foreign Ministry identified the 
wounded diplomat as Abdel Karim Sab. 
bagh, political attache at the Syian Em­ 
bassy in the Iraqi capital. It said he was 
shot while riding in a car through the 
Baghdad streets 
and that Syria had 
strongly protested the incident. 
The reported shooting emphasized the 
division within the Arab Batthist Arab 
Renaissance Party, the most cohesive po- 
litical party in the Arab world. RivaL 
ries in the party centering on elements 
backing or opposing Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser have led to a ser­ 
ies of political convulsions in both Syria 
and Iraq. 
The new tension between Syria and Iraq 
coincided with start of the new “ spy 
trials” in Baghdad. Reports in Cairo 
said those on trial were “ imperial­ 
ists” but Israeli officials said earlier 
60 to 65 Jews faced immediate trial on 
espionage charges. 
“ Imperialists” could refer to any 
force seeking to overthrow the Iraqi 
government of Premier Ahmed Hassan 
ALBakr in the nation that has seen noth­ 
ing but political turmoil since the mon- 
archy was overthrown in July, 1958, 
and King Faisal II was slain. 
One of the great upheavals in Iraq’s 
ruling Baath party came in 1963 when dis­ 
sident Baathists attempted a coup and 
were deported. Within a few months 
there were coups and attempted coups in 
both Iraq and Syria. 
A new warning of the dangers facing 
the Middle East came today from Pres­ 
ident Charles de Gaulle of France who 
told his weekly cabinet meeting in Paris 
that the Mideast will lapse into bloody 
chaos unless the Big Four powers find a 
point peace solution. 
Nasser emphasized the growing Mid- 
east tension in a speech today to an Arab 
solidarity conference in Cairo when he 
said the six-day Arab-Israeli conflict of 
1967 was the “ prelude to a war which is 
not over yet.”

State legislators thinking of new 
pay raise to aid 'cost of living'

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -State 
legislators — with a wary eye 
on voter reaction — showed a 
healthy but cautious interest to 
day in a suggestion they raise 
their $16,000»oyear salaries 
The suggestion came f r o m 
Assemblyman Leo J. Ryan, D- 
Burlingame, 
who wrote col­ 
leagues urging a “ strongbipar- 
tisan effort" this year for a 
cost-of-living salaryhike.lt was 
timely, Ryan said, because Con- 
gres 
is thinking along t h e 
same lines for itself. 
Pay raises for the legislators 
were provided for in revision of 
the constitution which the vot­ 
ers approved in 1966 as Propo- 
sition 1-A. 
But the document limits any 
increase to 5 per cent a year. 
And it provides any increase 
enacted would not apply until 
after the next general election. 
If one were passed this year, 
all 80 assemblymen and 20 of 
the 40 senators would have to 
win re-election in 1970 to re­ 
ceive the higher pay in 1971. 
Assembly Speaker Robert T. 
Monagan, R-Tracy, s a i d he’d 
go along with a salary increase

Robinson refused a request by 
two attorneys that the trial be­ 
gin immediately and recessed 
the trial until Thursday to give 
all attorneys more time to pre­ 
pare defense arguments.

$21,000. Before the annual ses­ 
sions were approved, lawmak­ 
ers were paid $6,000 annually 
plus a per diem and mileage 
while on legislative business. 
Ryan wrote; “ We can pre­ 
sume then that the people of 
this state wanted a salary of 
$16,000 per year with an annu- 
al adjustment based approxi- 
mately on the rise of the cost 
of living." 
Federal cost-of-living indices

showed living costs increased 9 
per cent since the salaries were 
fixed at $16,000.

Westy claims Reds 
militarily bankrupt 


SEATTLE (UPI)-Gen. Wil­ 
liam Westmoreland, U.S. Chief 
of Staff, said here Tuesday 
Communists in Vietnam were 
“ m ilitarily bankrupt." 
The general, who flew here 
from Portland, Ore. will spend 
today touring Ft. Lewis and will 
visit wounded veterans at Madi- 
gan Army Hospital. 
Westmoreland compared the 
1968 Tet offensive to the Battle 
of the Bulge during the Second 
World War and said the offen­ 
sive was the turning point of 
the Vietnam War. 
Asked about U.S. Sen. Mark 
Hatfield’s proposal for an all­ 
volunteer army, Westmoreland 
said it was ‘theoretically possi­ 
ble" and noted the country had 
operated from 1948 to 1950 with­ 
out the draft. 
However, he said the United 
States' military involvement is 
now considerably greater. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
new storm raced into flood- 
soaked 
southern 
California 
Tuesday. It struck four airborne 
planes with lightning bolts, and 
threatened to send new torrents 
of water pouring down the sat­ 
urated hillsides. 
Today’s forecast called for 
rain and high winds, and the 
U.S. Weather Bureau said coas­ 
tal 
areas 
could 
expect up 
to half an inch of precipitation. 
The cluster of thunder storms 
that belted southprn California 
Tuesday came on the heels of 
two storms that drenched t h e 
state with tropical rains f o r 
nine days. Damage from them 
was estimated at $138 million, 
and discovery of two m o r e 
bodies raised the toll of storm 
related deaths to 93. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan toured 
the damage areas, and urged 
the private sector of the econo­ 
my 
to 
spur 
reconstruction 
through fund drives. 
“ There is an actual limit to 
what the government can do and 
this is a real tragedy," Rea­ 
gan said. 
Four planes — three of them 
jetliners on scheduled flights— 
were struck by lightning in sou­ 
thern California. All proceeded 
to their destinations and landed 
safely. There were no injuries. 
Lightning punched a hole in 
the nose cone of United Air­ 
lines Flight 195 as it approach­ 
ed Los Angeles International 
Airport from San Diego. T h e 
fiberglass 
nose 
housed 
the 
plane’s radar set. The pilot 
landed the craft without diffi­ 
culty in Los Angeles. 
Trans World Airlines Flight 
193 to Los Angeles from Kan­ 
sas City, was struck by light­ 
ning near the Los Angeles Air­ 
port. So was Cables Commuter 
Flight 55 from Oxnard. 
Near Santa Barbara another 
lightning bolt hit Pan American 
Airways Flight 819 en route to 
Hawaii, but the plane contin­ 
ued on to Honolulu. 
Unlike the two earlier storms 
with their warm tropical rains, 
the new storm was a cold one 
from the north. It brought snow 
down to the 4,000 level in Los 
Angeles County. In the hard hit 
Santa Barbara area, the snow­ 
line dropped to 2,000 feet. 
Occupants of a 39 story build­ 
ing in downtown Los Angeles 
reported that snow fell for a 
few minutes on the roof. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau, 
which failed to predict the first 
storm Jan. 18 and the one that 
broke Tuesday, was subjected to 
widespread public criticism . 
Besides the 93 storm related 
deaths, at least 28 persons were 
missing. Eight were regarded 
as probably dead. 
A lightning bolt struck a palm 
tree in Downey, shattering win­ 
dows in a nearby apartment 
house and service station. Ser­ 
vice station attendant Johnny 
James, 47, was cut by flying 
glass.

jacked a National Airlines jet 
flying from Los Angeles to 
Miami with 32 persons, and 
about 12 hours later three men, 
“ wearing typical hippie dress,” 
took command of a Philadel­ 
phia-to-Miami Eastern Air Line 
plane with 113 persons aboard. 
The

crew 
and 
passengers returned separately 
later Tuesday, and the Eastern 
crew 
flew the big DC-8 to 
Miami 
this 
morning. 
The 
Eastern passengers were to be 
returned later today. 
Both of the hijackings began 
when stewardesses were sur­ 
prised in the galley by gunmen. 
A 
National 
stewardess 
was 
preparing 
lunch 
when 
ap­ 
proached, 
and 
an 
Eastern 
stewardess was mixing drinks. 
“ One of the men came up and 
asked me for a drink,’’ said 
Eastern 
stewardess 
Roberta 
Truppman 
of 
Miami. 
“ He 
grabbed me by the arm and 
started waving a gun around 
He kicked open the cockpit dooi 
and held a gun to my neck and 
told the crew he wanted to goto 
Havana.’’ 
The pilot, Capt. Robert J. 
Sullivag, said the gunmen said 
very little after hijacking the 
plane about 40 miles north of 
Ft. Myers, Fla., at 10:17 p. m. 
EST Tuesday. They gave no 
reason for their action, he said. 
When the plane landed in 
Havana, Miss Truppman said, 
two Cuban soldiers disarmed 
the hijackers and spoke to them 
in Spanish. They appeared not 
to understand, so they said, 
“ Follow me,” in English, she 
said. 
It was the third time since 
Jan. 11 that two planes were 
diverted to Cuba on the same 
day. On Jan. 11, a Peruvian 
jetliner en route from Buenos 
Aires to Miami and a United 
Airlines flight from Pittsburgh 
to Miami wire hijacked. And on

Water chief suggests 
review of flood control 


City passes emergency resolution

State Director of Water Re- 
sources William Gianelli told 
Santa Barbara County officials 
Tuesday that a review of the 
design of “ spillways, 
dams 
and flood control criteria” in 
the county seems advisable “ in 
view of what is going on here.” * 
Gianelli, 
who accompanied 
Gov. Reagan on his tour of 
flooded California areas Tues­ 
day, 
said 
he was 
making 
the statement in full cogni­ 
zance of the situation at “ Lake 
Cachuma and Gibraltar Lake,” 
two of the three dams on the 
Santa Ynez River. 
Gates on the Cachuma Dam 
were opened 
early Saturday 
morning, allowing a massive 
release of water which flooded 
downriver areas for miles and 
caused 
millions 
in property 
damage. The release of the wat­ 
er was under a Bureau of Re­ 
clamation contract with water 
agencies which buy water from 
the Bureau. 
Many Santa Ynez Valley and 
Lompoc Valley agriculturalists 
and others are seeking a con­ 
trolled 
discharge 
of water 
under 
such flood conditions 
which existed at the time of the 
discharge. 
“ We’ll have to come back and 
look at this,” said Gianelli. 
Gianelli said a state dam in­ 
spector had gone to Gibraltar 
Dam, which is above Cachuma 
Dam, earlier in the day to look 
over this concrete structure at 
a time when rumors had been 
circulated that it might suffer 
a break and sweep water over 
the Paradise community below 
it. 
Gibraltar Dam is a city of 
Santa Barbara project.

Meanwhile, Santa Ynez Val­ 
ley persons urged the County 
Flood Control District direc­ 
tors Tuesday to seek powers 
from state and federal officials 
to provide “ immediate flood re­ 
lief” at Lake Cachuma. Dar­ 
ryl Nielsen, of Solvang; 
Has­ 
tings Harcourt, of Santa Bar­ 
bara and Santa Ynez Valley, Pe­ 
tersen and others addressed the 
county officials on the subject. 
Nielsen suggested that pre­ 
liminary runoffs of even 20 feet 
would provide “ a lot of flood 
control” under conditions when 
it was positive the reservoir 
would fill from water coming 
into it.

resolution officially de­ 
creeing that a state of emer­ 
gency exists in the city was 
passed by City Council last 
night but only after lenghthy 
arguments which produced a 
3-1 vote. Councilman Richard K. 
Jacoby cas+ the negative vote. 
Councilman Arthur Scott was 
absent. 
Jacoby said that he could not 
in “ good conscious” vote on a 
resolution worded in the manner 
of that presented to council. 
His objections focused prim­ 
arily on whether the re are “ con­ 
ditions of extreme peril to the 
safety of person and property” 
and whether such conditions 
“ continue to exist at this time.” 
Both City Attorney James 
Longtin and City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers told council that 
the resolution was not essen­ 
tial since the county already 
had been declared a disaster 
area but such a resolution would 
enhance the city’s chances of 
receiving 
state 
and federal 
funds for restoration work, they 
said. 
Mayor Robert D. MacClure 
took up the Administrator’s side 
of the argument pointing out 
that damages to the city’s sew­ 
erage treatment plant still are 
in the assessment stage. “ We 
have a possible peril if the plant 
damages 
are 
more than we 
realize. We are pumping raw 
sewage into the river and if 
we have to continue this could 
endanger lives of people.” 
Councilman Jacoby said that 
the papers had reported that 
the County Health Dept, indi­ 
cated there is no health prob­ 
lem. However, he concededthat 
MacClure 
would know more 
about that problem than he would 
because he was out of town at 
the time of the disaster. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Ben­ 
ton pointed out that should it de­ 
velop that the sewer plant could 
not continue to pump effluent 
into the river and there was 
no place else to put it, that in 
itself would be a disaster. 
Councilman Brooks Speight 
said that when he first read the 
resolution he agreed with the 
position taken by Jacoby but 
later he viewed it differently. 
He said with portions of Cen­ 
tral Avenue under water, the 
sewer plant damages and mud 
slides in Crest view he feels that 
a condition of peril does exist. 
Jacoby pointed out that if funds 
are available to the city for 
repairs “ we should take aid. If 
the resolution we re reworded to 
say that it (the peril) did ex­ 
ist, I could vote for it,” he 
said. 
MacClure said, “ I can’t take 
any position but that we have a 
condition of extreme peril now.

He gave council a list of nine 
items to be accomplished which 
would restore the plant to full 
operation. The most expensive 
of these is $7,700 to replace 
main power cables and to make 
electrical 
repairs. He esti­ 
mates that the sludge drying 
beds could be reworked for $500 
using city personnel.

1969: Year of test and hope for US.

For the United States 1969 
will be a year of test and hope 
that in 
the great decisions 
facing President Richard M. 
Nixon 
and 
his 
new 
team 
solutions 
will be 
found 
to 
problems that baffled world 
leaders in 1968. 
They include the search for 
peace in Vietnam and the threat 
of a new war in the Middle 
East. 
At home, they will include 
ways to permit the country to 
forge ahead economically with­ 
out runaway inflation and to 
find new hope for inhabitants of 
city ghettos. 
In the distant hope for peace 
for Vietnam, the United States 
faces another great decision 
concerning its future place in 
southeast asia. 
Other great decisions must 
concern the new administration 
but cannot be made by the 
United States alone. One is the 
position of the United States in 
NATO 
and 
the defense 
of 
Europe. Coupled with it is a 
judgment on the Soviet Union 
and whether the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia signals a new 
aggressive policy by the Soviets 
in eastern Europe, the Mediter­ 
ranean and the Middle East. 
Among the great decisions 
facing the United States and the 
world, this series will give 
special study to eight. They 
are: 


-Czechoslovakia, Russia and 
Eastern Europe. 
—Canada under its new prime 
minister, Pierre Trudeau. 
—Africa, Asia and the deve­ 
lopment Decade. 
—Southeast Asia. 
—Western 
Europe and the 
U.S. 
—Cuba—the Castro decade 
—The Middle East tinderbox. 
—Dissent, 
Democracy 
and 
Foreign Policy. 
For the American people the 
12 months of 1968 in Vietnam 
were months of frustration. 
In those 12 months, nearly 
15,000 Americans died in South 
Vietnamese jungles and more 
than 92,000 received wounds. 
The number of dead nearly 
equaled losses for the first 
seven years of involvement in 
the war. 
At home, antiwar demonstra­ 
tions swept college campuses 
and into city streets. 
In Washington, the adminis­ 
tration 
abandoned 
emphasis 
upon South Vietnam as “ vital” 


to 
American 
interests 
and 
desperately sought a way to 
peace. 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy made 
total 
withdrawal 
the 
major 
issue of his campaign for the 
Democratic presidential nomin­ 
ation. 
President Johnson’s announce­ 
ment of a bomb halt over North 
Vietnam at last brought Hanoi’s 
agreement to come to the Paris 
peace 
table, 
but subsequent 
developments only emphasized 
anew the difficulties that lie 
ahead, with the wrangle over 
seating 
opposing delegations 
only the beginning. 
Among most Americans there 
was agreement that any peace 
must be on “ honorable” terms. 
But even American leaders 
seemed unsure just what those 
term s must be. As for the 
North Vietnamese, they showed 
no signs of retreat from original 
demands that the Americans 
get out of the south and agree 
to a government which even­ 
tually 
would unite with the 
north. 
And in the end, other interests 
also would have to be consi­ 
dered. They would include U.S. 
Allies in Vietnam—Thailand, the 
Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand—and 
the 
future 
of 
Laos. 
It was noteworthy that more 
than six months after the Paris 
¿alks began, not one subject of 
substance toward ending the 
war even had been discussed. 
As the United States sought to 
extricate itself from the see­ 
mingly bottomless pit of South 
Vietnam, it faced another great 
decision in the Aug. 21 invasion 
of Czechoslovakia by the Soviet 
Union 
and 
its 
hard-lining 
Warsaw pact partners, East 
Germany, Poland, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. 
Since 
the 
ouster 
of the 
discredited President Antonin 
Novotny early in 1968, and his 
replacement as party leader by 
the liberal Alexander Dubcek, 
the Czechs had lived in hope 
and suspense. 
The hope was that Dubcek 
would be permitted to carryout 
his 
reforms which gave to 
Czechs the greatest freedoms of 
any nation in the Warsaw pact. 
The gnawing underlying fear 
was that the Russians would not 
permit it, and on the night of 
Aug. 21, the fears were rea­ 
lized. 
The Czech reform movement 
had 
given the Soviets their 
greatest foreign policy crisis 
since the rift with Red China. 
They had their fears, too. 
If the reform movement was 
permitted to proceed in Czecho­ 
slovakia, what would stop it 
from spreading across neigh­ 
boring borders—notably to East 
Germany and Poland—and per­ 
haps finally to the Soviet Union 
itself where writers and other 
intellectuals already were in 
rebellion. 
Should the Czechs, despite 


their denials of any such plan, 
finally secede from the Warsaw 
pact, the pact then would be 
split in two, destroying or 
greatly reducing its military 
value and opening up a direct 
corridor from West Germany to 
the Soviet Union. 
Finally, should Czechoslovak­ 
ia turn to the west economical­ 
ly, the bloc could stand to lose 
needed 
goods 
produced 
by 
Czech heavy industry ranging 
from locomotives to specially 
designed generators. 
Timing of the Soviet action 
provided evidence of a serious 
split in the Communist world. 
Caution over world reaction 
had delayed the Russian action 
against Hungary’s revolt in 1956 
by 
five days. 
Five months 
elapsed 
before 
they 
acted 


against the Czechs. 
Repercussions were many. 
Criticism heaped upon the 
Russians by other world Com­ 
munist parties disclosed the 
deep divisions 
within 
world 
communism and destroyed any 
belief in monolithic communism 
under Soviet leadership. 
It gave new life to NATO and 
galvanized the NATO nations 
into rebuilding the NATO shield 
against 
aggressive 
commun­ 
ism . 
It delayed U.S. Senate appro­ 
val of the nuclear nonprolifera­ 
tion treaty painfully worked out 
by 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Russia, with the help of Britain, 
over two years. 
It 
prevented 
a 
trip 
by 
President Johnson to Moscow to 
seek further ways of working 


toward world peace. 
And it aroused deep suspi­ 
cions throughout the western 
world and its allies of future 
Russian intent. 
From these events, new great 
decisions must be reached on 
m atters not helped by time, 
each illustrating the interdepen­ 
dence of nations. 
The Arab commando in the 
Middle 
East 
could be 
the 
instrument to bring about a 
disastrous 
confrontation 
be­ 
tween the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 
And a starving African could 
be the instrument to set the 
whole of Africa aflame.

THIS IS WHERE OUR MONEY 
GOES 
At this particular time of the 
year, we look around and iden­ 
tify where our hard-eanred tax 
money is being spent. At first 
glance, we always see the ob- 
vious. We see that our money 
helps our Astronauts go to the 
moon, we see our contributions 
helping our less fortunate citi­ 
zens. We also see our taxes 
being used to provide the neces­ 
sary 
funds required for the 
maintenance of our National Se­ 
curity, and, our position as a 
world leader. These things, al­ 
though 
essentially 
different, 
have one common character­ 
istic — they usually do not 
directly affect our lives because 
of their impersonal nature and 
largeness of purpose. Because 
of the vastness of these expen­ 
ditures which transcends the in­ 
dividual citizen, we all some­ 
times forget that some of our 
tax money directly benefits us 
and is spent right here in our 
own community. 
During fiscal year 1970 (July 
1, 1969 to June 30, 1970) alone, 
the Department of the Interior 
has planned to spend $841,500 
in the 13th Congressional Dis­ 
trict. This includes more than 
1-3 of a million dollars for geo­ 
logical surveys, millions of dol­ 
lars for the maintenance and im­ 
provement of recreational lands 
and harbors in our Congression­ 
al District, and over $340,000 
for soil and moisture conservap 
tion under the direction of the 
Bureau of Reclamation. Also, 
the Department of the Interior’s 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife will spend more than 
$17,000 for the benefit of sports­ 
men and those of us who talk 
about “ the one that got away.” 
It is anticipated that our Con­ 
gressional District and others 
throughout the state will receive 
grant from the Land and Wa­ 
ter Conservation Fund totaling 
more than 4.2 million dollars to 
help finance one half the cost of 
preparing recreation plans, ac­ 
quiring land and water areas, 
and developing areas for public 
outdoor recreation purposes. 
In particular, our District 
will receive grants totaling well 
over /2 million dollars from 
the Santa Rosa Valley Park, the 
Carpinteria Valley Park, and 
the Sepulveda Dam recreation 
area. And, for the pleasure 
and commercial boaters in our 
District, the Corps of EngW 
neers, under the Department of 
the Army, has estimated its 
expenditures to reach almost 2 
million dollars for navigation 
projects and the operation and 
maintenance 
of h a r b o r s 
throughout Ventura, Santa Bar­ 
bara, and northern Los Ange­ 
les Counties. 
Also, scores (perhaps even 
hundreds) of millions of dol­ 
lars will be spent at Vandenberg 
Air Force Pase, Point Mugu, 
the Naval Construction Batta­ 
lion Center at Port Hueneme, 
and Oxnard Air Force Base, all 
of which have a terrific impact 
on the areas involved. 
This is where some of our 
tax money goes, and I hope that 
we all have an opportunity to 
enjoy the fruits of our labor. 
All of this does not mean, how­ 
ever, that I believe money grows 
on trees or that I am unaware 
of the burdens of the average 
taxpayer. I shall continue to 
do my best to discriminate be­ 
tween wise and unwise federal 
expenditures so that all of us, 
helpfully, can get good value re­ 
ceived for our tax dollars.

In recommending the proj- 
ects, Jam es A. Moe, State Di­

There are a few bridges on 
freeway and expressway sec­ 
tions of these routes that will 
not be affected by the three 
projects, Moe said, but instead 
will be improved as part of 
other highway construction. 


Moe identified the affected

south of Orcutt and the inter­ 
change 
with

at

The bridge structures to be 
improved on Route 101 are be­ 
tween

Rincon Over­ 
crossing near C arpinteria and 
the Main Street Undercrossing 
in Santa Maria, Santa Barbara 
County, and between the Santa 
Maria River Bridge and the 
South Camp Roberts Overhead 
north of San Miguel in San Luis 
Obispo County. 


On Route 135 the work will 
be between the Route 1-135 In­ 
terchange and the Clark Aven­ 
ue Interchange at Orcutt, the 
main entrance to that commun­ 
ity, in Santa Barbara County. 
Work on Route 217 
is en­ 
tirely in Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty. It will extend from the Go- 
leta Slough Bridge to the inter­ 
change with Route 101 near Go- 
leta.

The project is under the auspices of 
the California Association for Mental 
Health.

Friend will include: 
—Meet the convalescent at the hospital 
before he leaves, provide him with medi­ 
cal and other information, find out where 
he will be living.

—Assist him in sorting out his clothes 
for current style and good repair; work 
at good grooming. 
—Invite him to attend church and rec­ 
reational events and go to the library 
with him. 
—Take convalescent shopping. 
-A ssist him in managing his budget. 
-Suggest food he can buy or prepare 
to assure balanced diet. 
-B e in touch on a regular basis; talk 
to him, be his “listening post.” 
—Remind convalescent of need to work 
or be engaged productively and help him 
to be in touch with agencies who can 
assist. 
—Help Short-Doyle, hospital or BSW 
worker to achieve follow-through on what 
they think the convalescent needs for 
community adjustment. 
Other volunteer jobs will be available 
such as phoning, typing, transporting, 
and answering service.

Woman’s Work 
Is Never Done ,

N EW YO R K 
(N E A )—In this era of pleasure-seeking one 
assumes an attractive, 31-year-old blonde graduate of Brvn 
Mawr has more on her mind than a restaurant ventilating 
system and a sick trufflehound. 


However, these two concerns help etch a few fine lines 
in the Italian features of Laura Maioglio (sounds like Mv-O- 
YO). Miss Maioglio is one of three or four women who actu­ 
ally own and operate chic restaurants in Manhattan. 


Admittedly many bistros around town—and there are more 
than 3,700 spots for food and drink here—have a wifely touch 
in evidence. The French and Chinese, for example, are noted 
for having a lady at the cash register, so to speak. 


In Miss Maioglio's case, she has a hand in more than the 
cash box since she supervises the buying of ingredients, hires 
and fires the waiters, consults with the chef and picks up a 
paintbrush to help r e d e c o r a t e if necessary her little 
Piemontese empire on West 46th St. off Ninth Avenue. 


Currently she is pulling her long hair and breaking swizzle 
sticks over the delay in kitchen renovations for her Barbetta 
restaurant. 


She wonders occasionally, but the worry doesn’t disturb a 
hearty appetite for her own luncheon cuisine, if her efforts 
are worth the time she spends in her young life 
(For one 
lunch she ate fettucine as an appetizer and osso bucco, a veal 
knuckle and dessert.) 


Barbetta, since 1906 a f a v o r i t e hangout of theatrical, 
operatic personalities and homey Italians, was almost phased 
out as a landmark when her father became ill and then died 
in the late 1950s. The family question was who would con­ 
tinue the tradition. 


Miss Maioglio admits her only knowledge of the restaurant 
then was through eating there occasionally with cousins. She 
was a fine arts major, speaks several languages, loves ex­ 
ploring art galleries and antique shops and she can’t cook. 
Once the decision was made that she was to perpetuate the 
family restaurant tradition^ she turned all her inquiring ’ 
energies toward building a successful dining spot. Evidences

are she is succeeding.

She explained that she got her restaurant experience “ by 
dining out every night with a boy friend while Barbetta’s 
renovation was progressing. I took a notebook and wrote in 
it under the table about the silver, china, menu and the 
waiters.” 


Louro M aioglio and her 
trufflehound Cleopatra 


When she reopened Barbetta, there was a staff of 13 and 
now there are 52 who cater to those who enjoy the elegance 
of an 18th-century pallazzo, set off by a magnificent chande­ 
lier in the main dining room that once belonged to the wife 
of Victor Emanuel, first king of United Italy. The food and 
decor is typical of the Piemonte, a northern Italian province 
where the Maioglios return for vacations and to visit rela­ 
tives. Barbetta imports wines from its vineyards in the area. 


Miss Maioglio firmly believes the American taste for food 
is improving but she questions whether waiters are keeping 
step. She objects, for example, to arguments before custom­ 
ers and having a customer criticized in a foreign language by 
the waiters. 


She and her mother spot-check food supplies “ just as a 
precaution against gouging and kickbacks,” and she finds 
dealing with labor union representatives exasperating. 


“ They come in and their tactic is to be belligerent,” she 
says. “ They are old-hat in negotiating. They won’t discuss 
the economics of the situation.” 


Her normal day begins around 9 a.m. and extends to 11 
p.m., yet she finds the men she dates turn out “ to be so busy 
with their work that they don’t find my schedule strange. 
Most work twice as hard as I do. 


“ There are many boring details that bog you down in the 
restaurant business . . . calling the plumber; someone didn’t 
order the raspberries. 
It isn’t the most stimulating job, 
intellectually.” 


Meanwhile, she does escape—for vacation and business— 
to Europe with hound Cleopatra in tow 
Cleo currently isn’t 
feeling well. 
She has a hormonal problem, like so many 
females. Miss Maioglio confides. 
Whether this means Bar­ 
betta’s clientele will be without their expensive truffles no 
one knows at this point. 
If she takes a cue from he. 
mistress. Cleo this fall will be in there sniffing out the edible 
fungi to be shipped to New York for the fall and winter menus 
at the 46th Street establishment.

A highway safety program, 
featuring an Indianapolis 
500 
mile race driver, will be pre­ 
sented at Lompoc High School 
Tuesday. 


Featuring Johnny Boyd, who 
has competed at Indianapolis 
and other tracks throughout the 
nation, the program is now in its 
15th year and has been seen by 
more than 12,000,000 students 
in more than 7,000 high schools. 
It is being brought to Lompoc 
by Skov Auto Parts. 


The program has been long 
recognized by educators and 
law enforcement officers as a 
unique method of impressing 
teen-agers with the responsi­ 
bilities they must assume once 
they obtain a driver’s license.

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Chancellor reports on minority problems 


By Chancellor 
Vernon I. Cheadle, UCSB 


In the last few months I have 
given highest priority to the 
problems 
of increasing the 
number of minority faculty and 
students, of establishing an Eth­ 
nic 
Studies 
program and to 
those other questions that will 
assure full participation of mi­ 
nority groups in the life of the 
University. In these activities 
I have had, and especially of 
late, the fullest cooperation of 
the faculty, who have long been 
concerned about such issues. 
We have been making progress, 
and I would like to report on re­ 
cent accomplishments and fu­ 
ture plans. 
I ha|^urged the department 
c h a iri^ B to conduct a vigor­ 
ous recruitment campaign to 
bring to this campus distin­ 
guished 
minority 
scholars. 
While we are to some extent 
hampered by the uncertain pro­ 
spects with regard to the num­ 
ber of appointments that we can 
make next year, several de­ 
partments have come forward 
with candidates to fill existing 
vacancies. For example, one 
member of the audience at Mon­ 
day's rally at Campbell Hall 
was a prominent black scholar 
whom we are attempting to 
recruit. At the same time, my 
associates in the administra­ 
tion are actively recruiting for 
qualified minority members to 
serve in responsible positions 
in 
the 
administration. Posi­ 
tions were made available some 
time ago for appointment of 
black coaches and counselors. 
I will soon be making announce­ 
ments concerning these posi­ 
tions. 
Recruitment 
takes 
time. 
Other universities are com­ 
peting for scholars from minor­ 
ity groups and while our uni­ 
versity possesses many advan­ 
tages, including involved stu­ 
dents and faculty, we cannot 
expect to be successful in ev­ 
ery recruiting venture. But I 
can assure you that there are 
not many universities that are 
making as great an effort cur­ 
rently, within the limits impos­ 
ed by budgetary considerations, 
to broaden minority represen­ 
tation on the faculty, in the ad­ 
ministration and in our serv­ 
ice organizations. 
Together with recruiting sen­ 
ior minority scholars, we are 
continuing with our programs of 
increasing the number of min­ 
ority student - scholars. Among 
these efforts is the Education­ 
al Opportunity Program which 
allows the admission of an ad­ 
ditional 2 per cent of students 
who do not meet the normal 
requirements for admission. In 
addition, we have under consid­ 
eration several proposals to 
strengthen and extend the EOP. 
Though these programs have 
increased the number of minor­ 
ity students on the campus, 
I do not believe we are moving 
fast enough, and we will need 
further help from the entire 
University community. 
With regard to the develop­ 
ment of an Ethnic Studies Pro­ 
gram, the Senate Committee on 
Educational Policy has approv­ 
ed such a major in principle. 
Two of our distinguished fac­ 
ulty, Professor Otey Scruggs 
and Professor 
Jesus Chavar­ 
ria, have the responsibility for 
developing this program. I fur­ 
ther believe that we should con­ 
tinue with the development of 
Ethnic Studies. Toward this goal 
I have asked Assistant Chan­ 
cellor David 
P. Gardner to 
work with the Senate in ar­ 
ranging for a conference to be 
called in late February or ear­ 
ly March for the purpose of 
planning for a possible new De­ 
partment of Ethnic Studies. The 
conference to be held on cam-

pus would involve interested 
Senate 
committees, 
indivi­ 
dual members of the faculty, 
student body and staff, as; well 
as outside consultants. 
Last fall, to examine the al­ 
leged existence of racism on 
the 
campus, I established a 
Commission to Study Racism. 
The Commission to date has 
made an important formal rec­ 
ommendation to me —to turn 


over all new faculty positions in 
1969-70 for the appointment of 
minority faculty. I have al­ 
ready 
indicated 
my positive 
response to this recommenda­ 
tion. This Commission has also 
had broad discussions on rac­ 
ism, and its very existence un­ 
derlines the importance I give 
to overcoming racism. 
I have taken several steps 
to clarify the role of the police 


in maintaining law and order 
on the campus. The campus is 
not an island. Under California 
statutes, law-enforcement of­ 
ficers have the right to come on 
the campus. We have, however, 
reached an agreement in writ­ 
ing with the Santa Barbara Sher­ 
iffs Office whereby its offi­ 
cers have agreed to conduct any 
official business they have on 
the campus through campus po­ 


lice. Clearly, if an on-campus 
emergency develops where out­ 
side police help is required, it 
should and will be called. 
In this 
connection I have 
made it clear that the Univer­ 
sity 
would 
not condone nor 
would it be a knowing partner 
to political harassment of mem­ 
bers of this university commun­ 
ity 
by 
any 
person, 
group, 
or agency on or off campus. In 
cases of harassment, 
I have 
urged students to inform the 
Dean of Students Office, and 
faculty and staff to notify their 
department chairmen whenever 


instances of harassment come 
to their attention. 
The 
problems 
I have ad­ 
dressed are complex and re­ 
quire continuing conversation 
between administration, 
stu­ 
dents, and faculty. 
In the past months, I have 
continued to meet with interest­ 
ed members of the university 
community. 
Many 
of these 
meetings have been in private, 
simply because that is how dia­ 
logue most easily evolves. I 
have been concerned that per­ 
haps there have not been suf­ 
ficient opportunities for me to 


discuss the great problems that 
affect our campus in a more 
public arena. Some time ago, I 
decided to hold a series of con­ 
ferences with interested mem­ 
bers of the university commun­ 
ity in which I would respond to 
questions in the style of an in­ 
formal 
Press 
Conference. 


In this report I have briefly 
touched on a number of impor­ 
tant issues which affect the 
participation 
of 
minority 
groups in the life of a univer­ 
sity. I am proud of the progress 
we have made as a result of the 
efforts the faculty and students 


as well as the administration 
But also, as I have indicated, 
I am dissatisfied with the rate 
of progress in a number of 
areas. We just must make a 
greater effort to involved pro­ 
ductively all members of the 
university community in deal­ 
ing with these difficult prob­ 
lems. My recent conversations 
with a wide spectrum of rep­ 
resentatives of the community 
assure me that we will be mak­ 
ing even greater progress in the 
months ahead. I look forward 
to reporting this in the near 
future.

SAC missile men again to compete for honors 


The 
Strategic 
Air Com­ 
mand s top missile men will 
again compete to determine the 
command’s best missile wing. 
General Bruce K. Holloway 
commander in chief, SAC, has’ 
announced the second SAC Mis­ 
sile Combat competition will 
take place May 17-24 at Van- 
denberg AFB, California. Parti­ 
cipating will be two combat 
crews and maintenance person­ 
nel from each of the six Min- 
uteman and three Titan 0 mis­ 
sile wings. 


Vandenberg has already star­ 
ted to gear up for the week- 
long competition. Colonel J.W. 
Minow, base deputy command­ 
er, has been designated as Van­ 
denberg project officer for the 
event. Unit and section project 
officers for the many base or­ 
ganizations which will support 
the competition have also been 
designated. 
Vandenberg's 3901st Strate­ 
gic Missile f valuation Squadron 
will actually conduct the event, 
with the commander of that or 


ganization serving as overall 
competition commander. Such 
key items as monitoring and 
and scoring of competition ex­ 
ercises and conduct of the wel­ 
coming and awards ceremonies 
will be under the jurisdiction 
of the 3901st. 
Other key base units deeply 
involved in the competition in­ 
clude the 4305th Combat Crew 
Training 
Squadron 
and the 
394th and 395th Strategic Mis­ 
sile Squadrons. 
Headquarters for the compe­ 


tition will be at the Missile 
View Community Center, which 
will be closed to all normal 
activities during the event. 
Missiles will not be launched 
as a part of the competition. 
Instead, 
combat crews will 
match skills in electronic, com­ 
puterized 
simulators 
called 
Missile Procedures Trainers 
which are virtually identical 
to an operational launch con­ 
trol center at a SAC combat 
ready ICMB (Intercontinental 
Ballistic Missle) wing. 


competing in the missile pro­ 
cedures trainers, judges will 
be observing competition main­ 
tenance personnel at a Vanden­ 
berg launch facility. The judges 
will record the precision and 
skill each team demonstrates 
while 
completing 
essential 
maintenance tasks. 
To assure clearly defined win­ 
ners, competition judges will 
rate each crew against pre­ 
tested standards. Not only the 
accuracy with which a task is 
completed, but the speed, pre­ 
cision, 
and 
professionalism 
demonstrated by the crew while 
accomplishing each task will 


determine the competition win­ 
ners. 
Each launch crew will be 
evaluted on three exercises with 
the score from each exercise 
combined for their final rating. 
Missile ™*tntenance teams will 
face an even more s»r<ngent re­ 
tirement to become identified 
as “ the bet in SAC.” They 
have only one opportunity to 
demonstrate their proficiency 
while bringing a missile to a 
“ ready to launch” status 
The 
Missile 
Maintenance 
Team will install a re-entry 
vehicle. This delicate task will 
measure the speed and profi-

ciency of the team while com­ 
plying with numerous techni­ 
cal and safety requirements. 
The Ordnance team will in­ 
stall the devices so vital to the 
missile in performing the in­ 
tricate maneuvers in space as it 
speeds to its target. 
The Minuteman Combat Tar­ 
geting team 
and the Titan 
Allghnment Team will perform 
two very important tasks. First, 
they 
must determine that the 
missile is located at a pre­ 
cise point. This point of ori­ 
gin must be exact if the mis­ 
sile is to strike its target 
thousands of miles away.

Conversation in my neighbor­ 
hood, which is in Coldwater 
Canyon, ran to such charming 
subjects as fires, floods and the 
previously publicized, cheerful 
notion that an earthquake may 
someday slice parts of Califor­ 
nia into the 'icean. 
The local joke is that the 
reason Howard Hughes has 
bought so much of Las Vegas is 
that after the earthquake he 
will have all that beachfront 
property. 
Very funny. 
A more positive note was 
taken by a friend of mine who 
theorized that the nationally 
televised pictures of the recent 
floods may at least stem the 
population race into California 
for three or four weeks. 
The 
televised 
sights 
of 
homeowners whose residences 
were severely damaged made 
one think ruefully of all those 
upbeat video commercials about 
insurance companies that are 
always right there to ball you 
out of an emergency. 
What the commercials never, 
never tell you Is what every 
homeowner knows: 
that 
the 
payoff isn’t there if your house 
is damaged or destroyed by 
what are categorized as acts of 
God. 
In short, those commercials 
aren’t telling the whole truth. 
And If you’re not telling the 
whole truth, then you’re lying a 
little. 
I don’t know about you, but 
the first insurance commercial 
I see that promises to cover 
acts of God gets every nickel of 
my business for life. 
The California rains have 
shaken me up to the point 
where I am touchier than ever 
about the kind of public affairs 
subjects that the commercial 
television networks hardly ever 
touch on: consumer affairs. 
The advertisements on the 
networks deal with goods and 
services offered to consumers— 
clgarets, cars, insurance, deo­ 
dorants, pain relievers and so 
forth. 
Yet only in thecaseofcigaret 
smoking has commercial televi­ 
sion finally begun to present 
material that contradicts the 
ads-and only after the govern- 
ment Issued its historic report 
on smoking and health. 
We get lovely public affairs 
programs about wildlife and 
nature and other crucial sub- 
jects, but nothing Is more truly 
a public service than examining 
the products that we choose 
among in an essential part of 
our everyday life. 
There is a lot of fancy talk 
about 
the 
Independence 
of 
broadcasting. But until com­ 
mercial television flexes its 
muscles and goes to the aid of 
the public by scrutinizing — on 
the air — the quality and value of 
the products it advertises, the 
independence will remain partly 
muted.

"They aren’t aware that per­ 
form ers don't lim it themselves 
to a single category.” 
He mentioned Peter Ustinov, 
Jose F errer, Steve Allen, Jerry 
Lewis and Orson Wells as ex­ 
amples of multifaceted talents. 
To prove to the world that he 
was more than a crooner, Mel 
wrote episodes for "T he Virgin­ 
ian” and "Run for your Life” 
television series. He played top 
p arts in both. 
Payment for the scripts did 
not make Torme independently 
wealthy. 
But he did get his face on the 
screen in dram atic roles, prov­ 
ing, he hoped, that he could act 
as well as warble. How many 


producers were glued to their 
video sets fascinated by the 
transform ation is not known. 
Evidently not many. 
Mel has gone back to the 
typew riter. He has completed 
two sto ries: "T he Little Guy” 
and "T he Glory Hunters.” 
Guess who would star in "The 
Little Guy?” Well, put it this 
way, Mel is about 5-feet-7. 


Torme hopes to sell both 
properties as movies-for-tele- 
vision and then have them spin 
off as series. Such an eventuali­ 
ty would insure him employ­ 
ment for a long time — as an 
actor. 
"Once the producers recog­ 
nize the fact a perform er can 
do more than one thing, you 
have to start thinking about 
public reaction,” Mel said. 
"Som etim es it confuses the 
public. Audiences become ac­ 
customed to certain perform ers 
doing a specialty, and it throws 
them if they branch out in a 
different capacity.” 


Indeed, it would be unsettling 
to see Tiny Tim playing Papa 
Cartw right in "Bonanza” or 
Dean Martin in the title role of 
C arrie Nation’s film biography. 
"If it’s necessary for actors 
to write their own roles, then 
m ore of them should do it,”

Wins Overtrick

Here is another hand that 
shows bridge expert Jake 
W inkman getting a m atch 
point top score. The bidding 
is so norm al that every pair 
in the field would reach the 
sam e four-spade contract but 
while some went down one 
trick and others m ade exact­ 
ly four odd. W inkman m an­ 
aged to m ake an overtrick. 


It is easy enough to go 
down after the 10 of clubs 
opening. You play the queen 
or jack from dum m y. E ast 
takes his king and plays ace 
and another heart. West is in 
with the king and if he leads 
a second club, South will 
have to lose a diam ond in 
addition to the three tricks 
already taken by the de­ 
fense. 
If West shifts to the king 
of 
diam onds, 
South 
will 
m ake his contract by simply 
running off all his spades. 
The 
last 
spade 
lead 
will 
squeeze West out of either 
his club protection or his 
high diam onds 
and 
South 
won’t have to lose a diamond 
trick. 


Here 
is 
how 
Winkman 
m ade the overtrick It isn’t a 
m atter of anything except 
ability to m ake an unusual 
decision at trick one. Wink­ 
man ducked the 10 of clubs 
in both hands. His reason 
was that he had decided that 
West would not have led 
away from the king of clubs 
into N orth’s club bid. T here­ 
fore. the king of clubs was 
m arked in the E ast hand and 
W inkman wanted to let West 
stay in lead. 


West could have held de­ 
clarer to 10 tricks by shift­ 
ing to a heart or just con­ 
tinuing with clubs but West 
w asn’t looking at his p art­ 
n er’s cards. The one thing 
West was sure of was that 
his partner was holding the 
unguarded king of clubs and 
that it would drop on the 
next 
club 
lead. 
So 
West 
shifted to the king of dia­ 
monds. 
W inkman 
drew 
trum ps; 
ran off dum m y’s clubs in 
order to discard both his 
losing hearts and conceded a 
trick to the queen of dia­ 
monds.

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Need expert warning 


In a thorough analysis of the warning system employed by 
officials for heavy flooding of the Santa Ynez River in yester­ 
day'! aditlon of the Lompoc Record, one outstanding fact is 
clear — a lack of expertise or a definite reluctance on the part 
of experts to determine the magnitude of flood waters. 
As the analysis pointed out, there was warning but its ade­ 
quacy left a lot to be desired by those who were unfortunate to 
suffer great losses at the expense of the roaring flood waters. 
"Keep an eye on the river,” or "20,000 second feet of water 
is spilling over Cachuma,” or "probable flooding in Lompoc,” 
were the types of official warnings given. Such warnings cer­ 


tainly leave a lot of room for interpretation. 
This newspaper found it impossible Saturday morning to re­ 
ceive a definite prediction of the flood magnitude and when 
such flooding would crest in our area. All answers to our in­ 
quiries from officials were of such wide discrepancy it would 
have been impossible to analyze. 
No individual should be made a scapegoat because of the dias­ 
ter. It is a time, however, for all the experts to get together 
to design a quick, effective, accurate warning that downriver 
inhabitants can believe and act upon. We cannot visualize that 
such an assignment would be impossible. 
Pocket-lining year 


Much may have gone wrong for President Johnson in the clos­ 
ing years of his administration, but at least the financial 
breaks went his way at the very end. 
In his final State of the Union address, he was able to point to 
both a modest budget surplus, thanks largely to the 10 per cent 
surtax proving more lucrative than anticipated, and plus in the 
nation's balance of payments. 
The Utter is the more surprising and, paradoxically, also 
causing some concern. For the first year since 1957 more 
money came into the country than flowed out, contrary to pre­ 
dictions as late as last November that the string of deficits 
would be continued by something like $1.4 billion. 
Instead, the combination of U.S. business bringing home an 
unprecedented $1.5 billioniifrom its overseas operations 
and an unusually large inflow of foreign funds, more than $2 
billion attracted primarily by rising U.S. stock prices and 
interest rates, during the year’s final quarter converted red 
ink into black. 
What causes concern is that the payments surplus is, if not 
illugpry, at least of a highly transient nature. With the slight- 


est downturn in the U.S. economy, the foreign money could 
and probably would flow out again. And overshadowed by the 
good news in the ledger is the disturbing fact that the most im­ 
portant item in our international accounts — trade — dropped 
drastically to what Treasury Undersecretary Frederick L.De- 
ming termed "a miserable $500 million” surplus. 


In previous years, overseas investment, tourist spending and 
the defense effort have been the big spenders, dumping 
billions of dollars abroad and fueling the run on American gold 
reserves, A healthy trade surplus, running from $3 to $5 
billion annually, has gone a long way to balance the drain 
and keep deficits manageable. 
But for too many years the United States has been man­ 
aging like Eliza on the ice, jumping from expedient to expedient 
with the bloodhounds of disaster — a panic run on the dollar 
— snapping at our heels. With the onc^dependable trade sur­ 
plus now in danger, something more than expedients is needed 
to deal with a chronic balance-of-payments problem that has 
never looked blacker, despite the black ink for 1968. 
Who really gave up? 


Every armchair admiral in the country knows what he would 
have done had he been skipper of the ill-fated USS Pueblo on Jan. 
23, 196«. He would, in the finest tradition of John Wayne, have 
blasted the.besieging North Koreans out of the water by sheer 
spit power or, if need be, scuttled his own ship by tearing it 
apart with his bare hands. 
Only one man, Comdr. Lloyd M. Bucher, really knows what 
could have been done, given time, what weapons and what 
chances he had. 
Weighing the lives of 82 men against the value of what he con­ 
sidered would be a suicidal resistance, he chose to surrender 
the ship after destroying as much of its secret equipment and 
papers as he could. 
Unfortunately, officers are expected to be fighters first 
and humanitarians second. Hearing Bucher’s own frank testi­ 
mony, the Navy now suspects him of dereliction of duty, of 
violating the regulation forbidding a commanding officer to de­ 
liver his command or any personnel under his command to any 
person representing a foreign state so long as he has the 
power to resist.

On the determination of his "power to resist” will hinge 
Bucher’s future as a Navy officer, should formal charges be 
brought against him. His career may already have been deter­ 
mined, however, according to the unwritten law which states 
that the higher brass never makes mistakes, and if a member of 
the lower brass dares charge or imply that they have, it is the 
first and last time he ever does. 


It is clear that Bucher’s power to resist was far less than it 
should have been — machine guns against torpedo boats. His 
power to destroy his equipment or ship was almost nil, 
despite his repeated requests for destruct mechanisms. 
The Pueblo should never have been placed in such a vulner­ 
able position. Certainly aid should have been readily available 
at all times. Every possible contingency should have been al­ 
lowed for. 
What happened was a repetition of the U-2 incident. The en­ 
emy was underestimated. Nobody apparently thought it could 
happen, including Bucher himself— and his superiors, who are 
now judging him.

How Many Devils Can Dance 
on the Head of a Pin? 
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W ashington calling by M arquis Childs 
Negro positions 


WASHINGTON - The bleached white 
look of the Nixon administration — lily 
white is the scornful term — is the- 
source of a subterranean controversy. 
Why aren’t there more men and women 
of color in the new "forward together” 
administration? 
The more or less official answer sup­ 
plied by Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Robert Finch is that Ne­ 
groes 
offered high - level posts turn­ 
ed them down because they didn't want 
to become in the eyes of black mili­ 
tants Uncle Toms. Finch in an inter­ 
view was candid in expressing the blunt 
truth that, since the Nixon-Agnew tick­ 
et got less than 10 per cent of the Ne­ 
gro vote, there was no need to hurry in 
meeting political obligations. 
Leaders in th e 
black community do 
not see it this way. 
They feel that the 
Nixon recruiters in 
their 
approach 
to 
\ , 
prominent 
Negroes 
were inept and so ov­ 
ercautious 
as 
to 
tfc 
seem indifferent. In 
^ 
support of this they 
cite 
an interesting 
case that ended with 
rejection, hurt feelings and a growing 
alienation. 
Mrs. Ersa H. Poston, president of 
New York state’s civil service commis­ 
sion, holds one of the highest positions 
of any Negro in the nation. With cabi­ 
net rank in Gov. Nelson Rockefller’s 
administration in Albany she has juris­ 
diction over 150,000 state employees and 
under the law she is responsible for 
seeing that civil service standards are 
enforced over another 150,000 to 200,- 
000 workers in New York City. John W. 
Macjf Jr., retiring chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Civil Service Commission, regards 
her as one of the ablest pros in the 
civil service field. 
Not long after the November elec­ 
tion Mrs. Poston picked up word that 
she was under investigation. Her asso­ 
ciates were being interviewed on her 
background and qualifications. Finally 
her secretary came to her to say, "M rs. 
Poston, they came to talk to me and I 
tried to think of all the bad things 
1 could because I want you to stay 
here.” 
While she had been given no clue by 
Nixon headquarters, Mrs. Poston learned 
that she was under consideration to be 
head of the Civil Service Commission in 
Washington. One call to Rockefeller, as 
she saw it, would have clarified the 
whole matter and obviated the investi­ 
gation. 
Shortly before the president-elect put 
on his television spectacular announcing 
his incoming cabinet, Mrs. Poston was 
offered the job. After some back and 
forth questions and answers in which she 
asked for certain stipulations about the 
office she said no. Deeply resentful of 
the way the approach had been made, 
her feelings were soon known to the 
small group of Negro men and women 
eligible for top jobs. 
Failing in this approach the Nixon team 
took the line of least resistance and 
elevated the Republican member of the 
three-man commission, Robert E. Hamp­ 
ton, to the chairmanship. For the va­ 
cancy they recruited James E. Johnson 
from California. Johnson was that rarest 
of rare species, a Negro for Ronald 
Reagan in conservative Orange County in 
Reagan’s 1966 governorship race. A 
former insurance executive Reagan re­ 
warded him by making him head of 
California’s Department of Veterans Af­ 
fairs. Johnson, it has been disclosed, 
issued a memorandum shortly after tak­ 
ing office, saying that all state em- 
Dlovees "must think this wav.” refer­ 


ring to Reagan’s "creative society,” the 
phrase the governor used in his cam­ 
paign to state his goals. 
No one underestimates the toughness 
of the problem. The Negro leadership 
is deeply fragmented. Roy Wilkins of the 
National Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People is assailing 
the black militants who seem to want 
their own form of black apartheid. To 
pick one qualified individual out of this 
tangle, willing to stand up and be count­ 
ed, is far from easy. 
But Finch’s explanation of the fear of 
Uncle Tomism is, to say the least, an 
oversimplified answer. Another case in 
point is that of Whitney M. Young Jr., 
executive director of the National Urban 
League. The league is one of the moder­ 
ate groups still cooperating with white 
champions of civil rights and Young 
has shown no fear of the Uncle Tom 
Brand. 
In response to a question on "Meet 
the Press” Young said he had not been 
directly offered a position in the Nixon 
cabinet as had been reported. Asked 
whether he would have taken a cabinet 


job Y oung replied: 
"That would have depended on a num­ 
ber of things. I am inclined to believe 
that what I am doing at the present time 
is more important to the country and to 
people than having taken a cabinet posi­ 
tion. But here again it would have de­ 
pended upon how I was approached, 
what the position was, and what the 
commitment would have been.” The fal­ 
lacy among the Nixon recruiters may 
have been to look at the problem of the 
eligible Negro in the families perspec­ 
tive of reward for post political service. 
This was the implication in the Finch 
interview. But for the new administra­ 
tion it must be far more than this. 
Keeping lines of trust and communi­ 
cation open to the other world of the 
Negro, where the potential of violence 
lies so close to the surface, is sup­ 
remely important. The new President and 
his team say they will persist in finding 
qualified Negroes for top jobs still va­ 
cant. This would seem to be their No. 1 
priority in togetherness.

Birth boom predicted 


Population is back in the news again 
and this time the predictions are that 
the 1970s will usher in a new baby boom 
similar in nature to that which followed 
World War П. 
Interestingly, 
the 
birth rate in the Unit­ 
ed States 
has been 
declining since 1961, 
although 
of 
course 
the population 
has 
been climbing. Many 
factors influenced the 
sterile 
Sixties 
but 
one 
of 
the 
more 
prominent 
was 
the 
advent of the birth con­ 
trol pill. 
Hospitals, such as Lompoc, which had 
geared itself to handle a large number 
of births generally associated with a 
young population such as Lompoc has, 
found the beds and incubators empty 
far more often than officials had anti­ 
cipated. As a consequence, the room 
rates had to be pushed upwards to com­ 
pensate for the maintenance and opera­ 
tions costs of pediatrics which wasn’t 
carrying its own weight — financially, 
that is. 
If the predictions for the 1970s bear 
fruit, hospitals such as Lompoc will be 
in good position to cope with the heavi­ 
er birth rate without undue and expen­ 
sive expansion facilities. 
David M. Kiefer, an editor for Chem­ 
ical and Engineering News, is one of the 
forecasters of the birth rate increase.

He bases his predictions on the fact that 
women in the age bracket of 20-29 are 
the most fertile. Thirty years ago there 
were 11.1 million women in the U. S. 
whose ages fell into that category. In 1968 
there were 14.3 million and within 15 
years the number should rise to 21 mil­ 
lion. Obviously such a large increase 
in the number of women in the "most 
fertile’’ age bracket would tend to in­ 
crease the birth rate substantially. 
If the birth rate goes up, many and 
varied needs of the nation will rise cor­ 
respondingly. By 1985 it may be neces­ 
sary to almost double spending for hous­ 
ing, highways, factories, and recreation­ 
al facilities. Just the addition of 20 
million babies to the U.S. population 
would increase the cost of education by 
considerably more than $300 million. 
Mr. Kiefer’s predictions are support­ 
ed by such experts as William H. Char- 
tener, assistant secretary of commerce, 
who says that ". . . a turnabout in 
births is imminent.” However, people 
have a way of being independent about 
such things and it may well happen that 
science and education will team to make 
planned parenthood a meaningful reality 
in all corners of the nation. With accept­ 
able controls at their disposal, and the 
use of such controls being influenced by 
social changes, millions of the women 
in the "most fertile’’ age group may 
elect to have small families or to post­ 
pone additions until later in life when 
careers and social position are more 
firmly situated.
